‘There is no doubt that the question of whether or not to abolish the 

present City Relief Depot, and establish the voucher system in its 
"stead, will be to the fore just as soon as the 1935 City Council gets down 
{o business, but the final decision seems to be still a matter for pure 
conjecture, 

‘At the present time, from a careful examination of pre-election 
statements of policy published and made from the platform by the 
men who form the City Council, it seems that neither those who fayour 
the yousher system, nor those who favour the relief depot, have a defin- 
ite majority while at least two aldermen have still to be convinced 
either way. 

Under these conditions it does not appear that the Relief Depot is 
at all likely to be abolished this winter, and let us hope that by the time 
spring arrives, and the sun is shining on both sides of the fence, there 
will be little if any need for any such expensive relief organization as 
that which, unfortunately, has to be maintained at the present time,

INVITATION FOR 
“TRANSIENTS 


Report Published in Tor- 
onto Paper is Quoted 
In Full 


The “invitation” to transients as 
published by The Toronto Tele- 
gram last night, and referred to 
on the front page of this issu, read 
as follows:— 

Oshawa, Jan. 10.—Within a short 
period of time a hostel for tran- 
sients will be opened in Oshawa, 
complete with shower baths, a “de- 
Jouser,” nice clean beds and good 
meals, The ry transient who 
has plodded from town to town 
to city, will think he is in 
at last when he reaches 


and 
heaven 
Oshawa, 

There will only be accomodation 
for a limited number in this hos- 
tel, which is situated on the sec- 
ond: and third floors business 
block on King street west. When 
the hostel is opened, th in 
charge are hoping there will not be 
any great influx of transients in- 
to this city because will not 
be room for them and that means 
that those who cannot be 
modated will have to sleep in the 
police cel 

With a view to aiding 
men, especially, who are forced to 
go from town to town king 
work, the new hostel is being op- 
ened by a Christian group of men 
and women, The quarters haye 
been entirely renovated and re- 
paired and the final coats of paint 
are now being applied. 

An unusual feature of this hos- 
tellis that everything is being done 
by faith. As word spread about 
the city of what was intended, 
materiais and supplies for repair- 
ing the quarters began to arrive 
from business firms and contrac- 
tors. vs 

Approximately 50 men, who 
haye been unemployed, have turn- 
€d in and done much of the work 
Carpenters, plasterers, electrici- 
sns, painters, plumbers and other 
tradesmen have turned in with a 
will and transformed the place. 

Beds, bedding and furniture are 
being secured and soon the hostel 
will be complete in every detail. 
Tt is planned to hold open housa 
for a day, in order to allow the 
public to inspect the place before 
it is finally opened. 

An important rule, which is to 
be strictly carried ont, provides for 
every man entering to have a good 
bath as soon as he gets in. His 
clothes will be washed and steril- 
ized and it is hoped to provide a 
supply of clothing so that men in 
Teal need, can he fitted out. Good 
food will be served the men and 
good literature provided for them. 

A time limit, of course, will be 
strictly observed so that others 
may enjoy the benefits of the hos- 
tel. The stay at the hostel, it 1s 
claimed, will clearly show to the 
men that some one cares for them, 
and to help them to get a new hold 
on life,

After all, the important question 
is “What happens?” rather than 
“When did something begin?” It 
is of no particular value for us to 
know that although most babies 
are born without any visible sign 
of teeth, yet the teeth are well 
under way even if they are hid- 
den. This information, however, is 
of no particular value unless we 
make use of it 

Actually, from the point of view 
of dental health, this is the most 
important idea for us to get hold 
of. The soundness of our teeth de- 
pends upon the food we eat during 
that period when the structure of 
the teeth is being Iaid down. The 
diet of the expectant mother de- 
termines the kind of teeth baby 
will have for his first set. What 
baby has to cat and what he con- 
tinues to eat during the early 
years of life is the deciding factor 
as to the kind of teeth he will 
have and how long they will last. 

Nothing is of more interest to 
the family than baby’s first tooth. 
Few things should be of as much 
interest as the loss of the first 
permanent tooth. It is unfortunate 
that lack of re able care in eat 
ing the right kinds of food, neglect 
of cleaning and delay in securing 
dental care lead to so much dental 
disease, but this is so. 

It is not suggested that anyone 
should have to eat with his mind 
fixed on his teeth alone. The teeth 
are a part of the body and so they 
are affected for good or ill, by 
those things which make or mar 
the health of the body. Food that 
is good for the whole body is good 
for the teeth. Milk, fruits, green 
leafy yegetables, eg&-yolk and cod 
liver oil are the foods which the 
growing child needs in abundance, 

‘The teeth should be kept clean. 
‘The most important time to brush 
the teeth is before going to bed, 
and it is desirable also to brush 
them after each meal. Once decay 
has started, there is only one way 
to arrest it and that is through 
proper dental treatment. Better 
still, do not wait until you know 
there is decay; have your teeth 
examined regularly.
